H E Jfthums or @Hexamile isa Neck of Land 
: which joyneth it to the Continent of Greece, and 
- makes ita Peainfula. The Length is about ten 

Miles, and the Breadth at the narroweft place 
not above Six. There are the Ruines of Three Caftles, 
and a Wall which reacht from the City of Caschrea on 
the Egeax Sea, to Lecheum on the Gulph of Lepanto, 
There is alfo a Walley where they endeavoured to have 


both Seas joyn’d. 
CORINTH, by the TurksGOURDE SE, 


Is an Ancient City which ftands on a Kiting Ground, 
about Two Miles from the Sea of the Guiph of Lepan- 
to. The Houfesare much fcattered, having many Fields 
among ft them, together with which they take up above 
three Miles in compafs. There are many pleafant 
Gardens with all forts of Fruits. The Houfes here 
are more for Trade and Pleafure than Security, moft 
having other Houfes up in the Caftie, which ftands 
upona Hill. To this they retreat when any Pyrats 
come to annoy them, which is ojten in the Summer 

. time; they coming with their Briganteens, to the J/fb- 
mus, Which is not above fix Milcs off. The Hill on 
which the Caftle ftands is very high, it was formerly 
called the Acro Corinthus, and is very fteep round a- 

bout; the part towards the Wefl, North and North 
igh eS Fatt 
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Fatt being almoft Perpendicular. It is above two Miles 
from the Town to the Caftle. The way upis much 
winding,and alfo teep. The Hillisall Stone. The For- 
tifications are very Ancient. There are two Walls before 
you pafs into the chiefefl «part of the Caftle. The Hill 
is Walled round at the Top, whichis above three Miles. 
There are fome Guns which are of no other wie than 
to Salute any great Perfon, or to fire on their Fefti- 
vals. From the sNorthermoft part is one of the moft 
pleafant Profpects the World affords, looking into the 
Guiph of Lepanto, AEgean Sea, and feveral Moun: 
tains at great diftance, together with thofe moft plea- 
fant Plains of Corinth and Bafitico, which abound with 
Olive-trees, Vine-yards, and many fmall Villages. In 
the Caftle the Land is good, where are many Pafture 
Fields, and plenty of Water, fo as it may endurea 
long Siege. To the Weft there is a Spring which gufhe 
ethout from the top ofthe Hill, and falleth down above 
fifty Fathome. In the Plains of Corinth were the firft 
Currant Vines Planted.

fs about twenty Miles within the Mouth of the Gulpfi 
of Lepanto, feated on a Rifing Ground about a Quar- 
rer of a MiJe from the Sea fide. Itisbut.a {mall Town 
without any Fortifications. The Plain about it 
affords Corn, Currants, and Wine; Olive-trees there 
are not many, it lying too open to the Norther- 
ly Winds, which bring very cold Blafts from the 
Mountains, onthe other fide the Galph. The Moun- 
tains to the South, are not above five Miles from the 
Town, which are very high, and continue to the 
Plains of Baflicoe, betwixt which ant the Sea is the 
Road to Cortrh, which is very bad way to pafs in the 
Winter, there being no cut Rivers, and the Floods over- 
flow-

flowing make feveral Waters, fome-above a Mile broad: 
There are no Inhabitants between the Plain of Bafilica 
and this place, nor js the Soil good, being moft Stony. 

and having many Woods, nor is it above -wo Miles 
from the Sea to the Mountains in moft places. There 
is no Port-at Voffiza, nor any Shelter for. Boats on alf 
this fide of the Gulph. 


PARTRASS, formerly called PATRA, 


Ts an. Ancient City. It ftands about Nine Miles 
waithout. the Caftles, at the Mouth of the Gulph of Le- 
panto, on a HII about.a Quarter of a Mile from the 
Sea. The greateit part of the Town runs down to- 
wards the South Eaft, overlooking the Plain.. The 
Houfes are thick, and are above two Miles about, in- — 
cluding the Caftle, which ftands. to. the-Nerth above 
the Town. The Caftle is wellbuilt, having very high 
Walls; tothe Eaftward is a dry Ditch with a low 
Wall; towards the Sea is:a round Tower well built, 
high and ftrong, which has Six very long Guns to com- 
mand the Road, bui they lye too high to do any harm 
to Ships, except a Shot fhould chance to hit any of 
the Mafts. There are many Ruines about the City. 
To the Eaftward isa very great Mountain, the Foot of 
which is about ten Miles trom the Town. The Plain 
is very delightfome, having many pleafant Gardens 
with all forts of Fruits. The Jargeft, and beft Le- 
mons are here of any placeinthe Morea: At the Sea 
fide there are only a few Store-houfes. About a Quar- 
ter of a Mile from them to the South, are itie Ruines 
ofa Great Church which was Dedicated to St. Andrew. 
There are no Fortifications by the Sea-Side nearer than 
the Caftles at the Gulph. In the Summer time there 
is a continual Watch by the Sea-fide, of both Horfe and 

Foot; the Town dividing into feveral Rae one

Party goes down every night fcouting along the Marine, 
not fuffering any Boats to comeafhore till it beDay.Before 
this place was the great fight betwixt theChri/fiaws and the 
Turks,in Offober157 1.whien the Chriftians were Victorious. 


GASTON, formerly called ELIS, 


Stands in a very large Plain about EightMiles from the 
Bay of Chiarenza. The Houfes are very much {catter'd; 
without Walls or any Fortification, The greateft part of 
the Inhabitants are Husbandmen. The Country: about it 
is very pleafant. There are feveral large Woods about it. 
The Land is moft Plow’d,and Pafture Land, having very 
few Olive or Fruit trees. In the time of War with the Ve- 
netians, here is ufually a Baf/ba with a Number of Horfe, 
who guard the Coaft. There is no Fortification by the 
Sea-fide from the Gulph of Zepanto to Navareene, ex- 
cept the Caftle of Arcadia.a Mile from the Sea. From 
Patra/s to Gafton the way is plain, and fo continues to 
Navareene a long the Sea fide. The Black Mountains, 
and Caftle Zornefe are left on the Left hand. 


Caltle TORNESE,by the Turks called CLOMUTCH, 


Stands ona high Hill on a Promontory, the moft 
Weft of all the Mores It is about Six Miles from 
the Ruines of Chiarenza, and not above Eighteen Miles 
from the Ifland of Zavte. At Sea it feems to be-an 
Ifland. The Caftle is well built, having the Walls 
very high, but much out of repair. It has no Ditch 
aboutit, nor has it any other Strength than from the 
Scituation, not having above twenty Guns. Under 
the Walls is a fmall Town where Sir Hewry Hide (who 
was fometime Conful for the Fug/i/b Nation: in the 
Morea ) lived in great State, built a {mall Church, 
and a fair Houfe with many Gardens and Vine-yards

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about it. The Church remainsentire. The Scituation 
eral pleafant, and was by the Venetians called Bel- 
videre. ~ 


ARCADIA, formerly called CYP ARISS A, 


Stands in a Great Bay about a Mile from the Sea. 
The Caftle and Town ftand on feragged Rocks, under 
high Mountains. The Caftle is much out of repair, nor 
can it be made ftrong to refift any Enemy, the Moun- 
tains fo overlooking it. Before it is a pleafant Plain 
along the Sea fide. {t has no Harbour for Shipping, fo 
that they carry their Oyl and other Merchandize to 
WNavareene. In time of Peace with the Venetzass, they 
carry them to Zante. The Town is {mall and not 
‘much inhabited. 


NAV AREENE, formerly called PYLUS, 


Has the beft Harbour inall the Morea. It is about © 
five Miles long, and three broad, having an Ifland ly- 
ingebefore it called Spaétoria. Formerly there were 
two Entrances into the Harbour, but inthe Year1571 
when the Chriftians obtained the great Victory over 
the Zurks before the Gulph of Lepauto, the Turks ha- 
ving feveral Ships, and Galliesin the Harbour, and 
fearing the Chri/tians would come in and deftroy them, 
topped up the Entrance to the Weft of the ffland ¢ fo 
as only fal] Boats can now pafs ; and built a very flrong 
Caftle to the Eaftward called New Navareene, which 
is very well built, and commands the Entrance. It 
has about Forty Guns, which are moft towards the 
Sea. The Land to the South Eaft lies high. To the 
Weft end of the Harbour ftands Old Navareene 
(formerly called Pylus) ona high Hill very fteep ; 


the Walls are very much out of repair, great part 
being

being fallen down, there are very few Inhabitants in #. 
it might be made impregnable, no hills being near 
it. I cannot fay whether they have any Guns in it. This 
place in other Maps is put down above 20 Miles from 
the Sea, and the Ifland of Spacforta ( which makes the 
Harbour) left out. 


MODON, 


Isa very ftrong Caftle which. ftands on a low Point 
of Land. The Sea wafheth the Foundations of the Walls 
above three Quarters: round: the Walls are very high. 
ThePort isto the Eaftward, it hath a {mall Mole to cone 
tain two or-three Gallies ; ‘the Port is not fecure for Ships, 
South Weft Winds having too great Power here. To the 
South lies the Ifland of Sapienza about one Mile from the 
Point of theCaftle. To commandthePaflage a roundTower 
is built,which hath feveral great Guns, that lye equal with 
the Water. Towardsthe Land by the Port is a dry Ditch 

‘five Yards deep, andabout twenty Yards broad,between 
which and the main Caftle isa very ftrong Battery ofa- 
bout ten Guns. There is adry Ditch, and Draw-baidges 
to pafs into the Body of the Caftle. To the North Weft 
is‘another Battery to fecure that Mount, where are very 
good Guns. On the Walls towards the Port are three 
Towers, in each of which are fmallGuns: in all, they 
fay, here are about One hundred Guns. The Town ftands 
about half a Mile from the Caftle, being Inhabited by 

Greeks. Inthe Port is a {mall Ifland on whicha ‘Battery 

might be ratfed, and domuch harm to the Caftle, it being 
as high asthe Walls) Ihe Cattle is above a Mile about.

Ts {cituzted ona Point’of Land whichruns out about

at the Point, The Sea. goes two Thirds about it. The 
Wals are high, and their Foundations *6n {craggy 
Rocks. The Fortification is in much. better’ repair 
than at Modon. “Towards the Larid the Walls areabove 
Forty Foot high, 'and. here isa round Tower above Six. 
ty Foot high, in which are feveral very good Guns to 
anfwer the.Land, which runs higher than the Walls. 
At the Southward part of the Caftle ‘the Land goes 
floping down towards the the Sea fide, from the Walls of 
the Caftle, the ground is not Rocky in that part. 
There are about feventy good Guns about the Wall 
and feveral of the Works are Arch’d over. Tothe North 
isa round Tower which flapds low to command the 
Road. Here is no Harbour for-Gallies, nor is the Road 
very fecure. It fiad formerly a good Mole which is 
now funk; which, with cther Ruines has fo choak’d up 
the harbour that moft buoy up their Cables with Cask 


to keep them from ground, _ 
CALAMATA, formerly called THURION, 


_Ts.at the bottom of the Bay. of Coroy, about a Mile 
from the Sea. The Caftle is but fmall. The Town is 
near a Mile in Circumference, well Peopled, ‘ftanding 
ona rifing Ground. To the Welt isa very large .and 
fertile Plain, in which are many Greek Villages, andtwo 
fmall Towns, the one called Cochiack Magna, the other 
Nifcia. The latrer.is moft {mall Iflands, which little 
Rivers make. ( Nifcia fignifying Iflands in the Vulgar 
Greek. ) The Plain about Calamata towards the Sea is all 
planted with Vine-yards, Olive, Figg and Mulberry- trees. 
On the. Weft part of the Bay by the Sea fide, are: the 
Ruines of Old Meffina, which the Lacedemonians befieged 
witha. powerful Army. ‘The Mefinefes feeing they were 
not able to withfland their Enemies Power, fired their 
City, imnbarked thernfelves, and went to Sitilia, where 
they built the prefent City-of Mefina. : ¢ 

eee oy. BS ME: 
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MESITHRA, formerly. called LACEDEMON, 


Ys {cituated at the fide of a Jarge Plain on a rifing 
Ground, about twenty five Miles from the Sea fide, 
hitving. very high Mountains all tothe Weft of the 

Plain, The Caftle ftands to the Weft on a very high 
— Hill, ficep on the Weft, and South part, where it isinac- 
ceffable, but floping to the North, having two old Walls 
which crofs the Hill from the. North to the South, di- 
viding the Hill almoft into three Parts. The way into 
the Caftle is: very difficult. The Walls of the Caftle 
are well built, but very old. It. is near halfa Mile about, 
having two-Gatestobe pafsd. The Town is large, and is 
efteemeéd' thé fecond for bignefsin all the Morea, yet 
Pareafs Viath more: houfes. The Ruines about it are 
very great, and towards the South they reach above four 
Miles, having in fome places the Foundation of a thick 
WalJl, which they fay was the Walls of Sparta. To 
the North about a Quarter ofa Mile from the Town,isa 
great and high Building, which they fay was an Arch of 
an Aquaduct. The Plain is very pleafant, full of {mall 
Villages, Olive, and Mulberry Trees. This Place and 
Calamata make more Silk than all the other parts of the 
Morea, The River which runs through the Plain is now 
called Hafli Pottamo. In Winter it fpreads very large, 
kuti Summer towards the City is almoft dry. Tho 
the City ftands remote from: the Sea, and free from 
‘dangers that enfue from thence; yet the Manjotts arta 
Reople apt to prey upon them. 


MAINA, which fone write BRAZZO di MAINA, 


‘Ts that Country where the Manjotts inhabit. It lies 
_ Weft of the Plain of Mifitha, and fo runs down to the 
' Sea, being Mountaitious and. full of Woods, and very 

diffi. 
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difficult to.come at, either by Sea, or Land. In the Year. 
1667, they rebelled and fent to the Venetians and Mal- 
_ tefes who came to their affiftance, bringing with them 
Powder and, other Ammunition. _ Many Parties of 
them would often. make Incurfions into the Zurks Do- 
minions, and did much Harm. But the Captain Baffha, 
who went with Forty Gallies, to relieve a Caftle called 
Zarnata, reduced them to their former Obedience. 
Articles were drawn up, in which the Manjotts con- 
fented to pay a fmall Tribute. Yet do they continue 
to cruife about with their Briganteens. If they take 
any Zurks, they fell them to the Maltefes, and Legor- 
nefes, asthey do the Chritians to the Turks. If any 
Ship come to Anchor on their Coaft, many arm them- 
felves and go to the place, over againft where the. Ship 
doth ride ; fome of them will be in Priefts Habits, walk-, 
ing by the Sea fide, with their Wallets, in which they — 
“will have fome Wine and Bread. Their Companions 
lye ‘hid behind the Bufhes at fome convenient Poft. 
When any ftrangers come afhore, who do not under- 
ftand their Language, the feigned Priefts make figns 
to them, fhewing them their Bread and Wine, which 
they offer to them for money, by which the ftrangers 
being enticed from the Sea fide ( and it may be to fit 
down and taft their Wine ) the hidden Manjotts come 
and make their Prey. The Priefts will feem to be‘orry, 
-and endeavour to’ make the ftrangers believe they were 
altogether ignorant of any fuch defign.. So. a white 
Flage is put out, anda Treaty held with the,Ship for 
their Ranfome. ‘The Priefts endeavour to moderate 
the Price, fhewing a great deal of refpect to their Com- 
- panions, who are cloathed in Turkifb Habits. Many 
Ships have been thus ferved. Such a bufinefs happen- 
ed to fome Ayeli/> Ships, who (having the Winds con- 
trary ) came to Anchor near the Iland Ceraz, ( in one 
of which Sir Paz Rycaut was a Paflenger going for 
B2 Cone 
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Conftantinople; ) feveral Young Men were taken, and 
they paid dear for vifiting the Manjotts, and though the 
Earl of Winchilfea, (then Embaffadour (from his Majefty ) 
at Conftantinople) made complaint of it, no redrets 
could be had. In the Plains are many Olive Trees, and 
Vine-yards: In the Woods there.are many wild Vines. 
There are great quantities of Quails, fo as they Salt 
them up, and fend them to feveral other parts. Powder 
and Shotis here -fcarce, but they do fo well manage the 
Sling, as is to admiration, with which they kill Birds 
on the Wing. The Sea Ports in Mania, are, Chetri, 
Vitulo, Porto Quaglio, Yaracaria, Pagana, Rapana, with 
feveral other fmall Ports and Creeks, where they fhel- 
ter themfelves when they are purfued. The Garrifons 
which the Zarks have in Maine are Zarnata, Vitulo, 
Kifala, and Paffava. Here are two Famous Pyrats, the 
one called Manetra, the other Giracare,, being the chief 
for Family and Power amongft them. 


MALUASTA, formerly called EPIDAURES, 


Is a {trong Caftle ftanding on a Rock about twenty 
Miles to the North of the Cape of St. Axzo/o in the Ar- 
chipelago., It has a narrow and difficult Paflage to the 
Continent. It is very well Fortified with good Works, 
having about 109 gocd Guns; notwithftanding it flands 
in the Sea, and feems to be alt Rock, yet it hath on 
the top a fine Plain with Gardens and fevcral Springs, 
with good Water. This place ftands very convenient 
for tranfporting Men and Provifion for Candy, not be- 
ing above thirty Leagues diftance from Camea: Hence 
the Vifter Xupr:-Ogle failed when he went for Candy, and 
more Souldiers were Shipped from hence for Candy (in 
the late War ) than from any other Port of Zurky. 
$c is very populous, and the Seamen are efteemed 
the beft ofany in thefe parcs. Here are the choiceft 

Wines, 
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Wines,. efteemed at Vencse to be the beft.of all in Greece. 
NAPOLI 


Isa large City, now the Chiefin all the Morea, being 
abovetwo Miles in Compa(s, the Sea going almoft round 
it. The houfes ftand thick, and very full of People. It is 
the Seat ef the Baha. The Caftle is well feated to 
the North, ftanding above any part of the Town. - 
There is but one way into the City by Land, which is: 
at the fide of high Mountains, very difficult. The 
Harbour is very fecure, having a. narrow entrance, 
paffing Rocks fo as but one Gally can come in ata. 
time. Before which Entrance is a Fort built on low 
Rocks, where are feveral very good Guns. It flands. . 
about 300 Paces from the Haven, have fhoal Water 
round about it. No Ships can come to hurt -the City. 
with their Shot,. it being cover’d to Seaward from any. 
danger, by high and ftrong Walls, on which and in the . 
Caftles are above 200 Guns. 


ARGOS, 


Is about twenty four Miles from the Sea. It ftands 
in avery fine Plain, having more Heufes and Inhabi- 
tants than Corieth, but not fo much fcattered. The 
Caftle is feated on a Hill very pleafantly, The Walls 
are much gone toruine, having but few Gans, and 
thofe without Carriages. The Ruines are above three 
Miles about the’Caftle. The Plain is very delightfome, 
abounding with Wine, Oyl, and all forts of Grain. 


TRAPOLIZZA, formerly called MEGALOPOLIS, 
Hath the Name ofa City, tho’ it be not fo big as fome 


Towns. It is now the chief place of all the ( once Fae 
mous 
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mous } Province of Arcadia. The Tarks call it Mora 
Orta, that is,the Center or Middle of the Morea. Here 
are very-rich Zurks, who have their Wealth in Land and 
Cattle; moft being Graziers and Husbandmen. This 
is the only place which deferves the Name of'a Town 
in the whole Province. The Great Moske was former- 
ly a Heathen Temple The Hovfes are very mean: 
The Zarks live moft in. their Farms, which they call 
Cheftlicks, not being in danger. of Pyrats. The 
Province of Arcadia is all furrounded with Mountains, 
moft of which are covered with Woods. Yearly: they 
burn the Grafs and Bryers to clear the ground againft 
the Spring, then very good Pafture grows up in its 
ftead. There hath been many Villages, fome have 
been Cities, but now the A/sanefes, (who are the Shep- 
herds, and three times the Number, as the Zurks, and 
_ Greeks which are in'thefe parts) tive moftin Tents, re= 
moving their Tents and Herds according. to the feafon 
of the Year. In the Summer time they are up in the 
Mountains, and in the Winter they are inthe Woods 
by the Sea fide, being more or lefs Tents together. 
There are 2 fort of thefé Albanefes which have a great 
Village called Syleman, as the Mountains have the fame 
Name. Thefe <Albanefes have often Rebelled and kept 
themfelves up in the Mountains, doing much mifchief 
by Rebbery. They were fo ftrong in the Year. 1679, 
as the Bafsha went with 500 Men to reduce them by 
granting a General Pardon. 


LEP ANTO, formerly called NAUPACTUS, 


And now by the Zurks Enzbackti, ftands on tlie Ra- 
mili fhoar about three Miles within the Caftles, at 
the Entrance of that Gulph. It is fcituated on the 
fide of a high and fteep Hill, having fix Walls from 
the Water-fide to the Caftle, which crofs the Hil, ail 


which 
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which and the Caftle are furrounded with a high Wail, 
which runs upat each fide of the City. The Houles ftand 
fcattering between thefe feveral Walls, but the great. 
eft part are by the Sea-fide. The Caftle ftands on 
the top of the Hill. It is kept in very good repair, 
There are about twenty very good Guns. The Port 
is almof{ Oval, having a very narrow Enterance. There 
is a Chain which pafles from one fideto the other. At 
each fide of the Entrance are places for many Guns, 
tho’ now they have not above three or four. The City 
is well Peopled, being a Neft of Pyrats. It yielded to 
the Zurk in the Year 1499, after a long Siege before. 
The Turks having the Caftles at the Entrance into the 
Gulph, the Chriftians had no hopes of Relief, fo were 
forced to yield themfelves up to their Mercy, who 
gave them free leave to depart. In the time of 
War with the Vewetians the Briganteens of this place 
were a continual Plague to the People of Zant, and 
Ceffalonia. A Famous Corfare of this place cailed Dy- 
rach Beigh, went with Eleven Brigaateens and in the 
Night time Landed at Cherri, on the South part of the 
Ifland of Zast, taking away above 200 Slaves, 
and at Day break appeared before the Port of Zant 
with Colours flying, and firing his Guns, gave them 
notice of his Prize, almoft as foon as they had the 
News by Land; fo got fafe to his Port with this great 
Succefs. The day before was a folemn Feaft kept at 
Cherri, and many People came from the City of 2uut 
to pay their Devotions to the Pavaija there. since 
the Peace with the Venetians, they go upon th. Coaft o: 
Apuglia, and take poor Countrey-men, bringing them 
to miferable Slavery. The City of Lepanto hath the 
whole trade of the Gulph, here being the Cuftomer 
who takes his Duties on all Boats that go in or out 
The plains are very pleafant, at each fide of the City, 
with many Olive-Trees, and Vine-yards. To the Batt 

ward 
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ward of the City about a quarter of a Mile out 6f 
Town, there is a great Spring which gufheth out of 
a Rock at the Foot of a high Mountain ; it dividesinto 
feveral Streams which makes fome ‘Tflands, thefe 
Iflands are moft cut fquare, which are‘covered by vaft 
high Plane-trees, that fland very thick, and fo,’ as at 
Noon-day it is fhady all about the Spring. In the Sum- 
mer time. here are continually many Zerks, bringing 
their Vidtuals with them, and tarry ‘moft part of the 
day. About Fifteen Miles from hence, upon the fame 
fide of the Gulph, flands a {mall Village called Vitre- 
nizza, near unto which Sir Giles Eaffcourt was Buried, 
travelling in Company with Mr. Francis Vernon; and 
in his way towards Mount .-irnaffus, Sir Giles come 
plained in the Morning, but would not be perfwaded 
to tarry at Lepanto, hoping it would pafs, he called 
to his man to help him down, and in lefs than half an 
hour he Dyed, and was Buried with the affiftance of Greek 
Priefts, who live in Vitresizza, | 

There are two Caftles at the Entrance of the Gulph 

of Lepanto: Qne is on the Morea fhore, the other on 
Rumili; the Entrance between them is not above a 
Mile and a half, nor can any Ship pafs without danger 
of being funk, there being feveral Guns in each Cattle 
which lye level with the Water. The-Caftles alfo ftand 
very low. 


NATALICO, 


Is sarge Town flanding in a Bay, which hath lying 
before it, two Iflands that keep of the main force of 
the Sea. From the Eaflern part at the Entrance of 
the Bay’up to the Town, isa Pefcariaor Fifhery, it being 
very fhallow, andthe bottom muddy, with Weeds ; 
but that part to the Northward of the Town is very 
deep. No Bozts of any Burthen can come within a 
Mile 
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Mile of the Town, nor into that part above it. They 
have abundance of Monoxylos, or Cannows, which 
pafs through marrow Channels; with thefe they carry 
all their Goods to, and from the Town. The Inhabi- 
tants are Greeks, no TJarks living with them, except 
fome of the Cuftomers Officers, the Cuftomer himéelf 
living at Mezza/anuzi, a place about ten Miles diftant, 
upon the fide of this Bay. Both thefe Towns are well 
Peopled:. Neither of them have any Fortification ; 
no Enemy can come by Water to annoy them. On 
the Eaftermoft Ifland is a fmall Chappel called St. Sofi, - 
egainft which Ships do Anchor when they they come to 
load. ‘Their Loading is brought from the Town to 
this Ifland with Monoxylos, from whence it is carried 
abroad in the Ships Boats. 


' HE Inhabitants of the Morea, are Turks, Greeks, 
A. Albanefes and T’Zackonians. “The Turks for the 
moft part live in, or under the Command of Caftles, 
and at their Farms in the Country ( where they fome- 
times are 5) they haveTowers built about Thirty Foot 
high, the Door of which is about ten Foot from the 
ground; againft which a Wall with Stairs is built, a- 
_ bout five Fcot from tle Tower, to which Wall a 
Draw-bridge ts let down from before the Door where 
they enter: ‘tis every Night drawn up to fecure them 
from Pirats; fome have only’a Ladder, which they 
take up into the Tower. ‘There isa continwa} Watch 
inthe Summer time, all along the Sea Coafts. Of 
Turks there are not above 30000 Inhabitants; the 
Chriftians aré three times as many. The Greeks have 
tree Exercife of their Religion. Their Priefis are very 
igndrant, fearce any underftanding the “old Greek ; 
nor are they-fo Superftitious in their worfhip to Pictures, 
C as 


C 16) 

as thofe who live under the Veretians. They have 
feveral Monafterics. Near unto Vo/tiza is one, which 
is called, La Madona Spiglia, it being at the fide of a 
Mountain in a large Cave, where there isa Church , in 
which is the Picture of the Virgin Af. 4 RY, which (they 
fay) was brought hither from Conffantinople, by Angels 
at the time when the Zurks took that City. There 
was another Mudona near Mifthra, which did many Mi- 
racles; and every Year great numbers of Greeks flock’d 
from all parts topay their Devotions to it. The Bas/ha 
of the Aforea having notice, went to fee the Cere- 
mony, telling the Priefts he was defirous to fee fome 
Miracle; they telling him it had done many, he or- 
dered one of his Men to bring him agother Picture 
out of any Houfe, which being brought, he asked the 
Priefts what difference there was betwixt thofe two 
Pictures, tlrey anfwered, that, that Picture which was 
in the Church was a moft Sacred thing. But the Ba//ha 
caufed a Fire to be made, and both Pictures to be put 
intoit, faying. he would Worthip that which efcaped 
the Fire ; but both were burnt, and the Baffha laugh- 
ing at their Superftition, went his way. The Chriftians 
live much better here thanin Afa. The vulgar Greek 
is the general Language, and there are few urks but 
can {peak it. Every Town hath Greek Elders which 
they call Terondo’s, ‘Thefe appear upon all Publick 
Matters, and Ievy Taxes on the Towns-People, pro- 
pottionably to their Abilities The <lbanefes are of 
the Greek Church. They generally live not in Towns, 
yet have feveral Villages ; one of which is very large, 
called Sylemen. Ut ftands in the Mountains near the 
City of Arcadia, which Mountains have the fame Name. 
They live moft in Tents, being for the moft part Shep- 

herds. The 7’ Zackonian ft ij 
; vians are molt in Towns, they are 
avery poor People, ferving as Porters, both Men and 
Women carrying very great Burtliens. There arc alfoa 
great 
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great many Jews, who for the moft part are Merchants 
and Shop-keepers, living but poorly ; the thentaz 
Merchants fupplying moft of the Country with all forts 
of Merchandizes, and chiefly from Fene. The Turks 
are very richin their Cloathing here, their Vefts being 
moft made with fine Venice Cloth. 

The Merchandizes of the Mere2, or Product of the 
Land, are Olive-Oy], Raw-Silk, Wax, Honey, Soap, 
Cordovan skins, Sheep-skins, Butter, Cheefe, Raifons, 
Currans, Figgs, Wines, Wheat, Barly, Rye, Oates, dry’d 
Acorns, (which the Venetians call Valania, and which 
are ufed in /ta/y for Tanning of Leather, as we ufe the 
Bark of the Tree, ) Fuftick Wood, and Pernicoke Seed, 
which Seed is for Dyeing of Scarlet. It grows on a 
Shurb-Oak-tree, rifing at the ftemm of the Leaf, like 
a Blifter, fomething bigger than a Pea, out of which 
comes Duft (or Powder ) which being dry turns to 
fmall Worms, which when quickned they kill with 
Wine. The Soyl of the Land is very good. They 
Plow with two Oxen, and without Wheels, nor are 
they at the pains todung theGround. They have ma- 
ny Weeds, and the Liquorice Root is very troublefome 
being deep. They reap their Corn much in the man- 
ner as we do, but have no Barns, only Threfhing-floors, 
(which the Zurks call Chirman.) They are on high 

Ground, and open to the Winds. Here they tread it 
out with Horfes, which are made faft to a Poft, round 
which the Corn is put; the Horfes trampling upon it 
make great difpatch: with the Wind they cleanfe 
it, and fend ithome to their Houfes 5 that which they 
intend to keep they put into great Earthen Jarrs, and 
Baskets made with flit Canes, which Baskets are dawb- 
ed over with wet Cow-dung, which being well dryed, 
not only keeps in the Corn, bur alfo preferves it cool. 
The Zurks ave ufually at thefe placos with a Watch, 
well Armed (if near the Sea ) all the time of the Corn 

Ca tread- 
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treading. They havegreat quantity of Grafs, but make 
ao Hay, feeding their Horfes with chopt Straw and 
Barly ; they Litter them with Horfe-dung, which being 
dryed in the Sun, and fhaken, fallsafunder, and is very 
foit. In the Spring they feed them with green Barly, 
tying one of their hinder-legs to a: Stake, which they 
remove twice a day, keeping them to an allowance. 
Befides the Common Grafs, they have a fort of Ciover 
Grafs, which they give them Green, after their feeding 
on Barly, bringing it home to their Stables. In Augu/ft 
the common Grafs is ufually parcht and dry, which 
therefore they burn, and new foon {prings up in its 
place. 

_ The Trees in the: Woods are feveral forts of Oaks, 
Pine, Firr, wild Chefnut and wild Pear: 

In their Gardens they have Orange, Lemon, Citron, 
Pomegranate, Apricock , Peach, Plum, and Cherry- 
Trees; Apples and Pears they have not many, nor are 
they fo gocd as ufually they be with us ; Cyprefs-trees 
and Wallnuts they are ‘plenty. In the Plains near any 
Springs, are moft flateiy Plain-trees, which are very 
fhady. They have ali forts of Garden Herbs as we have, 
and great quantity of Musk-melons, Water Melons, and 
feveral forts of Gourds. 

Inthe Month of December, they begin to make Oyl, 
continuing it til] the beginning of March, or accord- 
ing asthe quantity of Olives is. February; March, and 
April, are tor making Butter and Cheefe, alfo for fheer- 
ing. their Sheep. May and Jane is the time for cutting 
their Corn. In Fane and July they are imploved in ga- 
thering Mulberry Leaves to feed their Silk-worms. 4a 
gut, September, and October, are for gathering and dry- 
ing their Currans, Figgs, Raifens, Valania. Pernicoke- 
Seed, and,Tobacco; alfo for making their Wine, and 
taking up their Honey and Wax. 

Their Oyl they. put into great Earthen Tarrs, which 

are

dre-made of hard Clay, well bakedin Furnaces, but 
not glazed, which therefore will not keep Water from 
foaking through them. Thefe Jarrs are fentto Candy, 
and other places for Merchandize. To preferve their 
Cheefe they fift Earth, mix, it with Salt and Water , 
then with it Coat over the Cheefe, which keeps it cool, 
but makes it very Salt. A great quantity ofthis Cheefe is 
yearly carried to Venice: It ferves the ordinary People, 
who fometimes grate it upon their boyl’d Macaroons, 
and Rice, inftead of Parmifan. 

Though the 7arks drink no Wine, yet they take New 
Wine-and boyl it uptoa Syrrup ( which they call Bec- 
mez, and we call Cute, ) putting it into {mall Jarrs, they 
drink it mingled with Water, for this they account 
to be no Wine. They call new Wine Shira, and old 
Wine Shirad, | 

Their Buildings are moft of Bricks made of Clay, 
and chopt Straw, and dryed in the Sun. The Foun- 
dations of the Walls are of Stone, and Lime: Few 
Haufes are above two Story high; they are covered 
over With Pan Tiles. There are not many great Houfes 
in all the Morea, the beft being at Napoli, Mifithra, 
and Coristh: Not above three deferve the Name of 
Seraglio's (as they call Palaces.) Flefh and Fow! is plen- 
tiful, but Fith is fcarce. The Air is very temperate ; 
there is feldome any Rain from Apri to Anguft. The 
Winter is alfo very moderate, and lafteth not above 
two Months any thing Cold: There is feldome any 
Snew in the Plains. 
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_A Defcription of the CIT Y of ATHENS. 


ie is the Head City in the Province of Attica, 
§ and was once the greateft Miftrefs of Learning in 
all Ewrope. ‘The Plain is about Sixteen Miles Long, 
and Five Broad, being farrounded with Mountains, 
all but towards the South, where it is wafhed by the 
Egean Sea. The Olive-trees ftard fo thick to the Welt 
of the City that they feem to bea Wood, reaching 
_ Six Miles in Length, and Two in Breadth. Whilft 1 
_ was thiere, ‘a Zahrirge ( or Surveyor.) came down from 
Conftantinople to Survey the Place ; he found above Fifty 
Thoufand Olive-trees in this Plain, and other: places 
about the City. There are feveral fmall Villages, where - 
are very pleafant ‘Gardens, which afford ‘alt fort of 
Fruit and Saleting, having Watks round them: covered 
with Vines, of which there are two forts ; ‘the one is 
in the Turkifb Language called Barmak @zumi, « long 
White Grape; the other Hlevengh Vzumi, a round Red 
Grape, both which growing in very large Bunches. 
Of the latter Mr. Vernon weighed one Bach which 
was near Four Oaks (about Ten Pound Exgii/b.) Thefe 
Red Grapes are not ripe till September , then they cut 
them off; and hang them #p in their Honfes for Win- 
ter ftore. Neither of thefe two forts grow in Vine- 
yards. The Vine-yards are: planted moft ‘betwixt’ the 
City, and the-Sesa. The City is now not above three 
Miles about: Being Four Miles ftom Porto Lion, (which 
formerly was call’d Pirea) having a Caftte to the.Sauth. 
The Houfes are better built ‘here tharl in any~ part of 
the Morea, mafl having little Courts, with ttigh Walls, 
in 


~

in which are Arches with Marble Pillars; few Houfes 
above two Story high: They alfo patcht up with 
the Ruines of old Palaces, and in moft Walls are abun- 
dance of-old Infcriptions. The Governours are in the 
fame manner as they be in other Cities under the 
Turks. The Greeks live much better here than in any 
other part of Turkey, ( Scio excepted ) being a {mall Com- 
mon-wealth amongft, themfelves. Tbey choofe eight 
Magiftrates, who adjuft all differences, and appear in 
all Publick Matters. Their- Protector (at the Port ) 
is the Grand Seigniors Chief Eunuch , who hath the 
difpofing of that Government. The City is not Walled 
about, but has Gates at she Streets end, which every 
Night are fhut, to keep out Privateers, who often Land 
and do much mifchief. Here is an Arch-Bifhop whofe 
Houfe flands to the South Weft of the Town, near 
unto the-Mount Ariopagus: He Jives in great efteem 
amongft them. Below. his Palace towards the North, 
ftands intire the Temple of Zhefeus, which is a fair and 
large Building, all of White Marble , having a Portico 
about it with Pillars. The Temple is Sevénty three 
Foot long, and twenty Six in Breadth: the Length 
of the Portico ( which goes round it, j is One Hundred 
twenty three Foot: It is now a Greek Church, and 
Dedicated to St. George. To the South Eaft part of 
the Caftle are Seventeen Marble Pillars, being the re- 
mainder of one Hundred and twenty, on which the 
Emperor Adrian had his Palace: And upon fome of 
the Pillars which ftand towards the Eaft, is to be feen 
part of the Foundation. Thefe Pillers are of a pure 
White Marble, with blewifh Waves, Schollop-work, 
being Fifty Foot in heiglith; and Nineteen and a half 
round. The Ground is very even about them, which 
they fay was formerly Paved with Marble. Clofe to 
thefe Pillars Faftward , is a fquare Piece of Ground, 
Which is Walled in with a law Wall, being Green: I is 

kept 
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kept very {mooth and free of Stones; at the South 
End clote to the Wall, is a place Craifed with-Two | 
Steps ) about Two Foot high, afmoft in Form of a 
Throne. In the time of their Byram, the Zarks come 
to this place, where their Emam or Prieft-( fitting on 
the raifed place, ) Preacheth to them, fhewing them 
_ the Vanity of the World, the Greatnefs of their Em- 
perour, and-the Valour ofthe Oftamit Forces, cenclu- 
ding with a Prayer for the Grand Scignior, which is - 
an{fwered with Fhree Shouts from the Auditors, witha © 

 lotd Voice crying, Amen. ioe 
The Caftle ftandson a Rock, which is high and fteep, 
having but one way up, and three Gates’to pafs through 
into the Body ofit: The Walls are much out of re- 
pair. The Scituation makes it ftrong. This Caftle 
ftood almoft in the middle of Old Athens : The Place 
moft worth Qbfervation in it, is the Temple of 44- 
nerva, which remairts entire, being efteemed (by all who 
have {een it ) to be one of the Moft Glorious Buildings 
in Europe. Ye is all pure White Marble: The Length 
of the Body of the Temple is One Hundred Sixty Eight 
Englifh Feet, and the Breadth Seventy One: There 
are Seventeen Piflars at each Side, and Eight at the 
Frent: The Circuit ofthe Pillars are Nineteen Foot 
anda Half: The hength of the whole Femple rwo 
Hurtdred and Thirty Feet. The Temple is very dark, 
faving only fome Lights to the Eaftward. The Greeks 
did iatectate , and Dedicated it to the Bleffed 
Virgin. Since that, the Turks have preverted it with 
ther ‘Worfhip. The Turks lave White-wafh’'d the 
Infide, notwithftanding it is all of pure Marble. In 
and. about Arhers, are Two Hundred Greek Churelies, ” 
(moft of which have oi ete bur riot ‘one “quar- 
ter of them are now ufed. In the Plain and on moft of 
the Hills, thereare many fmal!Chappels. The Ruines 
4re above Six Mrtles about, of which the Reader 
| D may 
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may have full fatisfation by reading the Travels of 
- Sir Gearge Wheeler, who bath given a large and true 
Account of this City. Some Geographers call it Se- 
- tines, which name, was never known to the Inhabitants:; 
the Zurks call ic Arinna, and the Greeks Athine. The 
Air is very good. The Soyl rich. It hatha River to 
the South, clofe by the Ruines of .Adrians Palace, called 
Tiifus ov Calleroy 3 whichis almoft choaked up, and in 
- Summer is.dry. The Harbour of Porto Lione is very 
fecure from the danger of any Wind, but there is no For- 
tification, fo that it is frequented by Pyrats. In all the 
Villages and Country about Athens, the Inhabitants are 
moft A/banefes ; and they are. here more populous than 
in the Morea. It affords the fame Commodities : and all 
Provifion is as reafonable, but their Wines in general ate 
not fo good. 


The Ifland of ZANT, formerly called ZACINTHUS, 


Is under the Venetians, lying about 14 miles from the 

South Weft point of the Morea. The Weft part is all 
Mountains, and to the North Eaft is another Mountain . 
(called Scopo.) between which it is very low land, fo as 
from the Southward at Sea it appears to be two Iflands. 
The chief Road hath the name ofthe Ifland. The Town 
ftretcheth it felf above a mile. along that Bay ; it is well 
built, with Free-fione, but the Houfes.are low, by rea- 
. fon of the Earth-quakes, which are very fequent. To 
the Weft, over the Town, ftands the Cafile, on a high 
and fteep Hill, and is a {mall City in it felf: The Wall 
is above a mile about. The Governour is 2 Noble-man 
of Venice ; ‘There is an Italian Bifhop, and three Italian 
Churches: But the Gréeks (who are the chief Inhabi- 
_ tants) have a Proto Papa, and all Feftivals are obferved ac- 
cording to the old ftile. In the Ifland is above 30 Villages, 
and more than 60000 Souls, The Corn which grows 
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here will not fuflice above three months; but in timeof 
Peace with the Zarks, they are well fupplied from the 
Morea, and in time of War Corn is brought from 
Apugtia, and other parts in the Gulph of Venice. One 
year with another it produccth near 10000 Tun of 
Wine, 200 Tun of Oyl, and 2000 Tun of Currants ; 
and may be compared, for pleafantnefs and richnefs, 
with any Ifland ( of its bignefs)) in the World. The 
Currants grow on Vines, and fpread themfelves on the 
ground like other Grapes: In Fuly they gather them, 
and fpread them on a very fmooth part of ground, 
where they lye until they are well dry’d, then they fall 
offfrom the Stalks; foare ecarry’d and put into Ware- 
ets where they are kept till the Mercharits buy 
them. 


STRAFADA Mflands. 


They are two fmall Iflands’ which lye about 20 mites 
trom Zant, and 30 fromthe Morea, On the bigger isa 
Monaftery well built, which hath a high Tower : There 
1s about 49 Priefts of the Order of St. Bafl. They work 
the ground, and have all forts of Fruits and Sallating ; 
but their fupply of Bread; Ol and VVine, is brought 
them from Zast, where they have pofleffions. They 
never cat Flefh. VVhen any Pyrats come to moleft them, 
they fhut themfelves up in the Tower of the Monaftery. 
There is no Harbour for Ships, fo as feldome any come 
to trouble them. 


PRODINO and SAPIENZA IMflands 


Are not Inhabited, but afford {ecure Harbours for 
Shipping, efpeciaily the latter, where the Veverians often 
lye, to look out for Pyrats of Barbary, who ufe to cruife 
about Nawareer, and Modon. 

SERIGO, 
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SERIGO, formerly called CY7 HER 4, 


Is under the Venetians, and withflood the Zurks Forces 
which Landed there feveral times; the Inhabitents (who 
are Greeks) retired tothe Caftle, which is flrong, yet 
the Zurk might have taken it, but thoughr it not 
worth the lofs of his men, there being no good Har- 
bour for Shipping; nor is the Land fruitful, being 
moft Stony. The Governovr is a Noble-man of 
Venice. 
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
